The history of mmiug is filled with iuoh 
instances, -where these invaluable pion- 
eers of the world's wealth have pointed 
the way to gieat riches for others, but 
have got scarcely anything for them- 
selves. 


Silver mining can be traced as far 


back into antiquity as written history. 
In the time of Abraham, Moses and Sol- 
omon silver was used, and the same may 
be said of the Egyptians, the Greek* 
and the Bomaiw. There were silver 
coins 895 B. C. The Bomans employed 
25,000 men in a single mine; the Car-, 
thagenians, 40,000 men in the mines of 
Spain. Haunibal took from one mine 
£500,000 a year; Oato as much from 
mines, and Helvetius twice as much. 
Herodotus says : " The nations subdued 
by the Persians, except the Indies and 
Antiooh, paid a yearly tribute of £3,000,- 
000 in silver." 
PJiur says that in his time silver minei 


m Spam weie penetrated a mile and a 
half. According to Prescott, the histo- 
rian, Prince Atahulpa,'made prlsioner, 
had gathered to pay for hia liberty the 
value of 83,500,000 gold, and 51,610 
marks, or about 25,805 pounds of silver. 
From 1784 to 1827 the great silver mines 
of Pasco, in South America, smelted- 
4,967,710 pounds troy silver. The silver 
mines of Bolivia and Peru yielded from 
their discovery by the Spaniards in 1845 
a quantity of silver equal in value £506,- 
220,000. The Grand Potosi, of Bolivia, 
was discovered in 1545. Since then it 
has produced £240,000,000 in silver. 


Humboldt's "Essai Pollitique" state* 


that the mines of Mexico of only a few 
central spots, yielded between the eon- 
quest and 1805, $2,027,952,000. 


The great mining regions of the United 


States have produced of the precious 
metals since the first discoveries in Oal|f- 
fornia, a little over'thirty years ago, the 
enormous sum of not less than $2,000,- 
000,000, of which a large proportion is 
silver. 
The mines of Colorado produce chiefly 


silver. The vast wealth of the great de- 
C 


'ts in that State are just beginning to 
.ppreciated. In 1876 her mines pro- 


duced about 85,000,000. In 1880 they 
produced $28,000.000, about $4,000,000 
more than any other State or Territory. 
Scientists, experts and practical miners 
assert with emphasis that Colorado is to 
be the great bullion center of the world. 
Certain it is that her wonderful mineral 
resources are drawing immense capital 
and rapidly covering her valleys and 
mountains \vith a net work of railroads.

ot old Dan. Bice, toe veteran clown. 
She -was a veritable queen of the arena, 
being -not only a beautiful and aoeom- 
pliahed lady, but a graceful rider, and 
was accounted one of the handsomest 
women in the profession.. Her life has 
been a very romantic one. She came 
from near Seheneetady N. T., where she 
was bom, he* lather occupying a small 
f aAn in that locality, but it now a master 
mechanic in one of the large m**xn« 
shops at Albany, New York, In 1866 
Dan. Rice, then with Forepaugh s show, 
which bore his name, was riding along 
4 country road about six miles from 
Ichenectady, when he met a little girl 
about six years of age, driving some 
oows to pasture. Speaking to the_ child 
in a friendly way, he asked her if she 
bad seen Dan Bice going along with his 
show, which had just passed. "Yes, 
said she; " I saw the old fellow on the 
chariot" Dan. laughed at the childs 
sharp reply, and then took her in his 
buggy to nde with hun as far as her 
father's home. The folks at the house 
recognized the showman at once, and 
addressed him by name, and, .after an 
Exchange of compliments, he was about 
to drive on, wlien little Lizzie, the childt 
strange to say, took after the buggy 
crying, and begged to go with the clown, 
for whom she seemed to have a strange 
fancy. With the consent of her parente 
he then earned her on to Troy, the next 
town, giving them tickets for the show, 
they intending to follow, and take her 
back home. As soonaa Dan., dressed 
in motley, mafle his appearance in the 
ring that nigbt, the child sprang from 
her father's aide and rushed to him, and 
it was with great difficulty that she was 
removed and pacified. So strange was 
her attachment that at a supper that 
evening her parents indentured her to 
the showman, and the next morning, m 
care of Dan.'s wife, she left Troy with 
the cirons. From that day her training 
as a rider began, and BO rapid was her 
advancement that it was not many years 


1 until she was receiving a salary of $100 
a week from Barnum. Before she had 
•yet become of age tfncle Dan. sent her 
out with what is called a river show, in 
which there was a rather'eccentrio Italian 
performer by the name of Cardona, who 
Fell deeply in love with her. While at 
St. Paul, Dan. was telegraphed, he then 
being in Canada, that unless he came 
there immediately Cardona would marry 
the girl, 
He immediately answered, 


ordering the Chief of Police and the 
Mayor of St. Paul to arrest Cardona for 
trying to abduct his ward, but before 
the message was received the twain were 
married, and the order was not obeyed. 
This was in the summer of 1873. 
Several months afterward Uncle Dan. 
joined the show at Madison, Ind., when 
Lizzie professed herself as heartily sorry 
for her rash act, and Curdona, fancying 
that an attempt was to be made to take 
his wife from him, in a fit of jealousy 
locked her in a stateroom on the boat, 
and was about to cut her throat with a 
razor. The attempt was made about 
midnight, bnt the sTcamsof the girl 
wife awakened the show people aboard, 
and Uucle Dan., assisted by W. H. 
Stowe, who was always greatly attached 
to Lizzie, re'ssned her from the would- 
be-murderer. It was then determined 
that something must be done to 
separate her from so miserable a master, 
and shortly afterward a suit for divorce 
was brought in Chicago, which in 1875 
was granted, and the season afterward 
she was married to young Stowe^tiien 
about twenty-four years of age. *With 
her second husband she lived happily, 
and it is said made a most exemplary 
wife. Of the two children burned with 
her one was a boy about seven years of 
age, by her first husband, and the other 
a girl'of "five; flMp-flangnter of Stowe. 
Mrs. Stowe owned a comfortable little 
home in New York City, where her 
mother now is, which she had purchased 
from her own earnings. The horses with 
the show burned on the bout belonged 
to her, as well aa the six cages of animals, 
she having besides about $1,500 in 
diamonds and a large and valuable ward- 
robe, aa she was known to be one of the 
handsomest dressers who ever mounted 
a pad. She was twenty-two years of age 
at the time of her death. William H. 
Stowe, the husband, who was about 
thirty years of age, was bom in a small 
town of Western Ohio, and has been in 
the show business ever since a boy. He 
was a good negro comedian and an excel- 
lent clown, having served an apprentice- 
ship under Dan. Rice. His father, a 
well known circus uiau, died at Vioks- 
burg about two years back, but his 
mother, the first and divorced wife, is 
now liviiifi on Cr.uit street, in Cincinnati.

The 
"Osborne" and "McCormick" were en- 
tered by Reed Spencer, the Decatnr 
agent, and as they were at work the spec 
tators followed along behind and com 
mentedin a general way on the trial. 


Had a committee been appointed to 


pass judgment upon the trial, we doub 
if they would have been able to decid 
which machine excelled in all the points 
referred to in the challenge. Every ma- 
chine had its friends and as the crowd 
left the field, the close listeners were con- 
vinced that there was considerable differ- 
ence of opinion as to the merits of the 
several qompeting machines.

Professor* Pickering, of Haiwa Ob- 


lervatory, points out in Nature that tbe

The 
heat radiated by the flame; the heated 
chimney and shade, and reflected from. 
the printed page and all other white p»- 
?er lying on the table, dries the eyes, 
ihe hd«, the forhead and temples. Tem- 
porary relief may be found by bathing 
ie face and eyes in water, but it is only 
temporary. The hot dry air from the 
lamp is also harmful, and BO donbt_ con- 
tributes its share of injury to the vision. 
These evils may both in part be reme- 
died by placing a pane of glass so as to 
intercept the rays of light before they 
strike on the book or the face. Bnt it 
must be placed at such a distance from 
the lamp as not itself to become heated. 


The hotter the flame the whiter it is, 


and the more light is thrown off in pro- 
portion to the heat. Hence oculists are 
recommending snoh lights as the Stu- 
dent's and Moderator lamps, which burn 
with a small, hot and very brilliant 
flame, as compared with that furnished 
by the argand and fish-tail burners. 
Statistics, said Professor Pickering, show 
how alarmingly prevalent near-sighted- 
ness has become of late among'students. 
Hence anything which will tend in the 
future to prevent this wide-spread defect 
will be a boon to mankind. He had 
great hopes of the electric light in this 
respect. In it there was the maximum 
of light with the minimum of heat. 
Its 


ever-varying intensity was an objection, 
but he thought we migh't look forward 
to the success of the light from the in- 
candescent carbon strip, in ttie near fu- 
ture, as a remedy for "the most wide- 
spread evil that afflicts the human vis- 
ion."
